Dispatch Is Garbled In Transit, 
Or Jackass Mail In Dire Straights 
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OUTSIDERS BUILD UNTRUE — 
IMAGE OF DELANO AS CITY 
COUNTY CITRUS [SAYS MAYOR CLIFF LOADER 


PORTERVILLE - Outsiders have created an untrue image of 
Delano during the four years of attempted organization of farm 
workers in the community, according to Dr. Cliff Loader, mayor of 
Delano, who spoke Tuesday during a noon luncheon meeting of the 
Porterville Rotary club at Gang Sue’s. 


Through circulation of untrue 
information, Delano has been 
pointed out nationally as a town 
in which farm workers are being 
starved ‘by land barons, and 
racial strife is prevelant, Mayor 
Loader said, and showed 
examples of vicious propaganda 
literature used in eastern cities. 

“‘No one is starving in 
Delano,’’ the mayor said. 
‘“*Delano farmers are 
compassionate, intelligent men; 
they are not guilty of using child 
labor or of importing illegal 
aliens to work in their fields. 

‘Most. of our agricultural 
workers are local people; they 
live in Delano. Twenty-nine 
years ago when I first came to 
the community, this was not 
true. We had great fluctuations 
in our population and in our 
schools then because of migrant 
workers. 

“But today, with stabalizing 
welfare programs, our 
population is more settled; few 
of the old-time migrant workers 
are left; farm worker families 
live in Delano, keep their 
children in our schools, and 
work during the year in the area 
of driving distance,” Mayor 
Loader said. 

Since ‘Cesar Chavez movéd 
into Delano four years ago with 
his United Farm Workers’ 

- Organizing committee, Delano 
has been condemned by religious 
groups, harassed by the press, 
and’ placed in an unfavorable 
light nationally through 
distribution of information that 
is untrue, Mayor Loader 
contends. 

And as more and more 
pressure has been put behind the 
boycott of California grapes, the 
untrue image of Delano and its 
citizens and its farmers has been 
expanded. 

‘*Boycotts are ridiculous,” 
Mayor Loader said. “They hurt 
innocent people; actually the 
grape boycott has hurt 
agricultural workers. And why 
should the mayors of New York 
and Chicago and Detroit, among

Back in the mid-20s a paper hanger named Adolph Hitler wrote a 
book, telling how he planned to conquer the world, 

What a laugh. What a nut. ; 

But it took World War II to keep him from doing it. 

Before him a group of bewhiskered, funny people called 
Communists said they were going to take over the world, starting 
with Russia. 

What a laugh. What a bunch of nuts. Why they represented only 
three per cent of the Russian population and an infinitesimal 
percentage of the world population. 

But they took over Russia and they are still working on the 
world. 

Now, in these new days of 1969 a number of organizations have 
grouped themselves under the general umbrella of the “New Left.” 
Members openly proclaim themselves to be Castroites, Maoists, 
Communists, revolutionaries, and anarchists, and they make no 
bones about their goal - the overthrow of America. 

What a laugh. What a bunch of nuts. Why they’re just a few 
college kids voicing the normal dissent of the younger generation. 
Don’t touch them. They’re just kids. They'll get over it.

Missing Smog 


Control Device 
Means Citation 


VISALIA - The California 
Highway Patrol will issue 
citations when the required 
smog control devices are found 
to be missing or disconnected in 
random roadside inspections 
which the Patrol conducts on 
about 150,000 vehicles each 
month, Capt. B. R. Smith has 
announced. 

Smog control devices on the 
crankcase or exhaust are 
frequently illegally altered or 
made ineffective by engine 
modifications, the Patrol 
commander said. 

When a vehicle is exchanged 
in a transaction between private 


individuals, it is the- 


responsibility of the purchaser 
to insure that required smog 
devices are installed and 
operating. 

The Department of Motor 
Vehicles will require a certificate 
of such fact and registration will 
be denied if the required devices 
are not properly operating.

VISALIA - Orange harvest is 
moving slowly due to weather 
conditions and _ prorate 
limitations, according to January 
4 report from the office of Elvin 
O. Mankins, Tulare County 
Agricultural commissioner. 

Some frost is showing in 
fruit, Mankins says, but due to 
surface indications - ice marks - 
this fruit is being graded out and 
kept off the market. 

Concerning other farm com- 
modities,, Mankins reports that 
there is some yellowing of grain 
that is up because of weather 
conditions; grain is still being 
planted by air; cotton is being 
shredded and fields plowed; 
deciduous trees and grapevines 
are being pruned; packed grapes 
are moving to market out of 
storage; rangeland conditions 
| continue to improve slowly.

Gee FOR MEDICARE INCREASED 
_ AS HOSPITAL COSTS MOVE UPWARD 


VISALIA - Older people who 
enter the hospital under 
medicare are now responsible for 
an additional $4 of their hospital 

ills. 

Up until now, Donald 
Chapin, social security district 
manager said, medicare has paid 
all but the first $40 of a 
medicare beneficiary’s hospital 


‘bill in each spell of illness. 


Effective January 1, he said, it 
will cover all but the first $44. 
He noted that the hospital bill 
for an average stay by a 
medicare beneficiary now runs 
about $600. 

The increase of $4 in the 
portion of the hospital bill for 
which a medicare beneficiary is 
responsible results from a 
provision in the law requiring an 


‘ annual review of the deductible. 


The first such review, the law 
provided, was to be made in 
1968. 

The law states that if this 
annual review shows. that 
hospital costs have changed 
significantly, the hospital 
deductible must be adjusted for. 
the following year,, with any 
necessary adjustments mada. in 


= 


$4 steps to avoid small annual 
“changes. 

Chapin said that when the 
hospital deductible amount © 
changes, the. law requires 
comparable changes in the dollar 
amounts a medicare beneficiary 
pays toward a hospital stay of 
more than 60 days, or a 
posthospital extended care stay 
of more than 20 days. These 
amounts, also, went up 10 per 
cent on January 1. ; 

When a medicare beneficiary 
has a hospital stay of more than 
60 days, he will pay $11 a day 
for the 61 through the 90 day, 
up from the present $10 per 
day. If he has a posthospital stay 
of over 20 days in an extended 
care facility, he will pay $5.50 
per day toward the costs of the 
21st through 100th day. 

If he needs to draw on his 
“lifetime reserve”, the reserve 
account a beneficiary can draw 
upon if he ever needs more than 
90 days of hospital care in the 
same benefit period, he will now 
pay $22 a day for each reserve 
day ‘used, instead of $20 per 
day.

Even when individuals come 
to Delano to “investigate the 
situation,” they usually arrive 
with strong feelings one way or 
another and often with closed 
minds, according to Mayor 
Loader. He said that the US. 
' Senate committee hearing in 
Delano was in reality not an 
attempt to get at the facts, but 
rather to make a play for 
political support. 

In commenting on effect of 
four years of farm labor strife, 
Mayor Loader says that although 
there has been little actual 
violence, the grape boycott and 
the Delano image has hurt the 
community economically. 

“Our sales tax revenue, which 
is a major source of money for 
all cities in California, first 
levelled off, then declined,” 
Mayor Loader said, “but our 
expenses of government 
continued to go up. We were 
forced to reduce our city staff 
and to increase our property tax 


rate by 31 cents in order to: 


continue to provide something 
near the level of services and 
protection that our citizens 
want.” 


The situation in Delano as] 


described by the mayor is one of 
gradual deterioration in both 
economic and human relations 
fields. 

In describing Chavez, Mayor 
Loader said, “He is a man who, 
while eating you up, is crying, 


help, help, help. sg 

Delano was described by 
Mayor Loader as an integrated 
town without racial problems 
until labor strife started and 
labor union leaders began to 
create racial issues. 

“Actually, Delano is a city 
without a racial majority,” 
Mayor Loader said. “Our 
Caucasian population numbers 
less than SO per cent; our 
Mexican-American population is 
more than 40 per cent; Negro, 
Oriental and other races make 
up the balance. 

“People have accepted each 
other on a basis of what they 
can do; we have for years had 
representatives of several races in 
our city council, on our school 
boards and 
community. 

“In many ways Delano has 
been unique in that it has 
successfully embraced so many 
nationalities into its population. 
I own an apartment house and 
live in it. My tenants include a 
Negro, an Oriental and a 
Mexican-American family. I 
doubt that any other mayor in 
America can claim such a 
situation,” Mayor Loader said. 

Delano has been subjected to 
adverse publicity by persons 
who become authorities after 
being in town two days, and by 
power-seeking labor organizers, 
yet not a single Mexican- 
American organization that was 
established in Delano prior to 
the start of labor trouble is

supporting Chavez, 
Loader said. 

He said that through strong 
financial support from organized 
labor the United Farm Workers 
Organizing committee activities 
continues:and the national grape 
boycott continues - but neither 
the city of Delano, nor its 
individual citizens or 
‘ sganizations have the necessary 
money to fight back on the 
propaganda front. 

As for the official position of 
the City of Delano concerning 
the effort to organize farm 
workers, Mayor Loader quoted 
five points from the presentation 
that he prepared for the U.S. 
Senate committee hearing in 
Delano: 

1. The Delano city 
government is responsible for 
protecting the lives of citizens 
and guaranteeing their rights. 
‘Consequently, the city has to 
maintain a neutral position 
regarding farm labor disputes. . 

2. The city administration 
recognizes the right of farm 
workers, and any other group of 
workers, to organize for the 
purpose of collective bargaining. 

3. Because the National 
Labor Relations act exempts 
farm workers, the city 
administration understands the 
right of farmers to decline to 
recognize unions of farm 
workers, 

4. The current labor dispute 
has had detrimental effects on 
the image and prestige of the 
Delano community throughout 
the nation as a direct result of 
unfair and improper activities by 
'the National Farm Workers 
Organizing committee. 

5. The Delano situation is a 
reflection of pressures that exist 
nationally between farmers and 
farm workers. Solutions to the 
problems should, therefore, have 
national application. 

Mayor Loader is a dentist by 
profession; he is vice president 
of the League of California 
Cities; for years he has worked 
in civic and school affairs at city, 
county and state levels; he has 
served as president of the 
American Dental association.
